Voice identification system 

2. Claim 

A voice identification system [performing the following 
steps of] : 

at the registration time, sampling the characteristic 
parameters of words or sentences spoken by a speaker and 
storing [ these parameters ] as a standard pattern, along with 
the valid term signal thereof; and 

at the reference time, comparing the reference date 
and time with said valid term signal, prohibiting referencing 
when the term has expired, if the valid term has not expired, 
sampling the characteristic parameters of words or sentences 
spoken by a speaker for reference with the same means as 
were used at the registration time, comparing [the 
parameters] with the standard patterns of words or sentences 
already registered, and, if the differences between these 
are within a prescribed range, outputting a signal indicating 
the identity of the speaker, while storing in a memory the 
characteristicparameters of words or sentences for reference, 
and the reference date and time or a term signal based thereon, 
as a new standard pattern and a valid term signal. 

3. Detailed specification 

The present invention relates to a system for 
identifying individuals that uses voice to distinguish 
whether a speaker is the same person as a registered speaker.
